It was reported about the grand jury room 
that another high official of Armour & Co. 
narrowly escaped indictment on the related 
but more serious charge of consgiring to 
tamper with witnesses. His escape was said 
to be due to failure to link him definitely 
with the attempt. . : 


Accused by Witness J. E. Shields. 
In the indictment of Supt: Connors it is 
charged that he tried to influence the wit- 


relating to the operations of the beef trust. 

Mr. Shields, who testified on Monday and 
who was recalled to the stand yesterday, for- 
merly was an employé of Armour & Co. in 
the New York office. It was his admissions 
.on the stand that led to the indictment of 
the Chicago man. 

Mr. Connors also is charged in a second 
count with attempting to influence other wit- 
nesses, some of whom have testified and some

Benalty for the Offense. 

The penalty for the offense charged against 
Mr. Connors is a fine of $500 or imprisonment 
for three montha, or both, on each count.

His domestic life at 
times was spectacular. His first wife was 
Mrs. Laura U. Wickes, whom he married in 
1871 and who obtained a divorce in 1895. As 
alimony she recefved the rental from several 
residences in Grand boulevard, near Thirty- 
seventh street. His second wife was Mrs. 
Clarissa A. Wickea, who obtained a divorce in 
1901, alleging cruelty. The next year he mar- 
ried Mra.

Nobility Urges Assembly.

MOSCOW, March 28.—A conference of mar- 
shals of the nobility was attended by twenty 
marshals. Six declined to partici in the 
conference, Sixteen of those who did attend 
agreed that the situation demanded the 
prompt convocation of a national assembly 
possessing the right of initiating legislation 
and control, and not to be a mere consulta- 
tive body as provided for in the czar’s re- 
script. The minority refused to express an 
opinion, thinking the matter ought to be left 
to the emperor. 

A resolution was adopted affirming that the 
present bureaucratic police régime has been 
condemned by public opinion, that the war 
had proved the existence of a condition of 
economic demoralization, and that the se- 
rious state of the internal life of the country 
had been revealed by disturbances. 

_ The marshals, who were elected by the no- 
bility of each province, are the most conserv- 
ative body in Russia. The wide interest taken 
in the reforms was shown by the enormous 
mumber of petitions handed the council of 
ministers under the provisions of the czar’s 
manifesto, each of them suggesting the solu- 
tion of the electoral problem.

The 
treaty now before the senate was concluded 
at Santo Domingo's earnest request, repeat- 
edly pressed upon us, and was submitted to 
the senate because in my judgment it was 
our duty to our less fortunate neighbor to 
respond to her call for aid, inasmuch as we 
were the only power that could give this aid. 

“The treaty is before the senate. Final 
‘action undoubtedly will be taken when con- 
grese convenes next fall. Meanwhile Santo 
Domingo desires in this way to maintain the 
status quo.”

Peoria, Ill.. March 28.—[{Special.]—After 
escaping conviction on one charge of mur- 
der two years ago, Charles Otis Botts, 21 
years old, was found guilty here today of 
strangling his child wife with a hair ribbon. 
The jury recommended that he be given the

MOVABLE COURT IS AN ISSUE. 


Police Tribunal Is Adjunct of Saloon in 
Twenty-seventh Ward After 
Two Transfers. 3 


The movable police court of the Twenty- 
seventh ward has become an issue in the 
aldermanic campaign. It has been moved 
twice in the last eighteen months, under 
ordinances framed by Ald. Silas F. Leach- 
man. “ Billy’ Gaines, a local democratic 
boss, has it under the wing of his saloon in 
Logan Square now and he gets $40 a month 
rent for it. 3 

The police court connects with the Gaines 
saloon, and as many of the persons drawn 
to the former place are not prohibitionists 
business is good at the bar.

system. The water office does not really 
come in direct contact with the people. It 
runs its mains under the city streets, but 
every property owner makes his own connec- 
tions. Private plumbers do all the work, un- 
der the supervision of the city.. The water 
rates are collected by periods, and previous 
scandals in the water department, have 
taught us to beljeve, I think, that if an at- 
tempt had been made to sell water by the 
gallon or the barrel, or in even larger quan- 
tities, there would have been disaster in the 
collection, The city has been able to operate 
pumping engines and tunnels and similar 
machinery with a certain degree of success. 
There has been an pctual profit in the opera- 
tion, but after all’ it is a wholesale propost- 
tion, and not a retail one. | 

The operation of a street railroad surely 
involves much more complex conditions of 
supervision and employment than are mani- 
fested in the distribution by the city of an 
adequate water supply at aprofit. Theanal- 
ogy would be that the city might own the 
rails as it owns the water pipes, and even go 
to the extent of furnishing the power through 
central power houses, leaving the actual op- 
eration of the road and the collection of the 
individual fares to be done by a private cém- 
pany, which would have the Incentive of per- 
sonal loss or gain to back up its operations. 
Even assuming that the city is sticcessful In 
getting into its municipal street railroads a 
fairly decent class of men, who will run the 
street cars as they should be run, and who 
will turn in a decent proportion of the fares 


collected, it is almost too much to expect that 


these men, from the principal superintend- 
ent down to the humblest car cleaner, would 
have the slightest interest in the preserva- 
tion of the property on which they were em- 
ployed. 

t Would Deteriorate. 

The mere fact that the city was not en- 
deavoring to make any profit out of its street 
car line would be sufficient of itself to make 
all i the employés absolutely indifferent 
to conservation of the estate. They 
would realize that it would be easier to pay 
for new equipment out of the proceeds than 
to take care of the rolling stock and ma- 
chinery on hand. It is almost incredible that 
any. body of political rkmen or any col- 


lection of purely political superintendents, 2o- 


matter how carefully sélected, would be in 


the long run so efficient as those employed. 


by a private corporation, which would be 
constantly on the lookout to protect its own 
interests and which would discharge without 
hesitation and without remorse those of 
its employés who did not seem to havea 
proper care for its property. 

@How many people have stopped to consider 
the number of damage suits which are filed 
against the street car companies every year? 
It seems more than likely that under a politi- 
cal management, where the loser would al- 
ways be the city and not an individual or 
corporation, not only would the motorman 
and conductors be likely to make more mis- 
takes and increase the percentage of acci- 
dents, but the defense against these suits 
‘would be much weaker than in the case of 
a private corporation, where the loss of a 
case is followed invariably by the summary 
dischargé of the employés responsible for it. 


Views of Financiers. 


Questions like these are constantly coming 
up in the conversation of practical railroad 
men and representatives of financial inter- 
ests, who, in the last analysis, will be de- 
pended upon to supply the money for the op- 
eration of any municipal street car system. 
Most of these men are willing to admit that 
municipal ownership in itself is at least 


| worth trying. It is soon discovered, however, 


that they are opposed to the operation rather 
than the ownership, because they do not find 
it easy to belfleve that any system of civil 
service rules can be devised which wil keep 
out the incompetents and the grafters, and 
on this account these practical men look for 
a speedy degeneration In the physical value 
of the properties acquired by the city anda 
consequent decline in the value of the securi- 
ties issued against those properties, because, 
although the franchise in case of forecios- 
ure may be a good security in itself, it is of 
less value in the case that the rails, the roll- 
ing stock, and power houses have degen- 
erated to a point where they would have to 
be renewed to put the road on a paying 


basis after it had been taken of 
‘by the holders of the certificates. 
' Tolman Takes Ho View. 
But there is another side to this, there 
is of most pictures, I had a most interesting 


converse today with Maj. E. B. Tolman, the 
corporation counsel, regarding the civil serv- 
ice features of municipalownership. Speak- 
ing entirely aside from political features of 
the case and devoting his attention exclu- 
sively to the economic side, Maj. Tolman, I 
found, has no possible doubt that the Chi- 
cago civil service law, with some few modi- 
fications, will be found quite ufficient to 
provide and maintain a competent working 
force for the municipal street railroad. 

“You may not know it,’ he said, ‘‘ but the 
civil service law of the city of Chicago, as 
today administered, is a model for other 
communities. I am as certain as I can be of 
anything in the future that under its opera- 
tion we should have comparatively little difi- 
culty in securing a reliable working force for 
the entire railroad system under municipal 
ownership. The law, of course, is too rigid. 
It lacks elasticity, which is a common fault 
with all such laws, but on the whole it works 
admirably and it has brought about a re- 
markable change in the personnel of our 
civil service. 

“IT do not know just how far the law as it 
stands would be directly applicable to such 
a new line of work as the management of a 
street car system. I feel certain in the long 
run, however, that it could readily be ad- 
justed to meet these new conditions. If 
faithfully administered it would bar out the 
political hacks. It undoubtedly would se- 
cure for us both skilled and unskilled labor- 
ers, and it would provide motormen and con- 
ductors of as good an average grade as those 
now in the service.”’ 


“Would the law permit you to retain in: 


the service the experienced men who now 
mah the street cars, and if so, would it pro- 


ment?” 


Would Adjust Civil Service. 


“ Undoubtedly. At least, before the law is 


applied to the street car system under mu- 
nicipal control it would be adjusted so as to 
meet this condition, because as a matter of 
course, no matter how great nor small our 


municipal ownership experiment, we should. 


naturally insist on retaining the men who 


were familiar with the work, and this would 


be an economic as much as a political ne- 


has secured for the city the best grade of 
skilled and unskilled labor. It has protected 
these men in their positions and has given 
them good wages, so that there is a constant 
flow of new biood in any work we under- 
take. The law, as it stands or as it would 
be adjusted, would cover all of the employés 
of the street car system under municipal 
management, from top to bottom. The su- 
perintendents, the foreman, the clerks in the 
offices, the motormen, the conductors, and 
all the others would be selected and retained 
under civil service rules,

DUNNE IS AGAIN ON THE STUMP. 


Speaks Three Times and Declares He 
Has Not Promised to Remove 
Herman Seljuettler 

Judge again took up campaign

Nor have I 
said anything relating to the retention or 
discharge of any official now in the employ of 
the city of Chicago. 

“T will go into office, if elected, without a 
pledge excepting ‘as to the principles con- 
tained in the platform upon which I run. ‘I 
am absolutely free of pledge or promise with 
relation to any future official or public serv- 
ant whose name is how on the roster of the 
city.”

Connors Case Takes All Morning. 


It appears that the charge against Con- 
nors was then taken up by itself yesterday 
morning ahd Shields called upon to reveal 
all that he knew of the approaches made to 
him. This investigation was concluded at 
noon and Assistant Attorney General Pagin 
was instructed to draw up an indictment at 
once charging the Armour superintendent 
with unlawful interference with the govern- 

The indictment was returned in open court 
at 3 p. m. before Judge Sanborn of West 
Wisconsin district. District Attorney Morri- 
son, who signed the indictment, requested 
the issue of a bench warrant for the appre- 
hension of the accused man. 


At 4 o’clock Deputy Marshal Thomas Cur- | 


rier left the Monadnock building with the 
warrant and went immediately to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Connors, 3124 Michigan avenue. 
Mr. Connors was not at home and the deputy 
had an hour’s wait before the put in an ap- 


pearance. 
“T have a warrant for your arrest,’’ said 
the deputy marshal when Mr. Connors en- 
tered the drawing room. 
“My arrest—why, what do you mean?’ 
returned the astonished packer. . 


Prisoner Shows Indignation. 


Deputy Currier read the warrant and told 
his prisoner as much as he knew of the mat- 
ter, whereupon they set out for the court. 
Mr. Connors, it appears, was consumed with 
an indignation wich gradually mounted into 
a speechless wrath before he reached the 
Monadnock building. He was asked to make 
a statement for publication, but his only re- 
ply was a glare and a toss of the head as he 
paced the corridor of Marshal Ames’ office 
under the eye of the deputy. 

The packer before leaving his residence had 
telephoned to A. R. Urion, general counsel 
for Armour & Co., and Edward Tilden, presi- 
dent of Libby, McNeill & Libby, and in the 
course of half an hour these officials ap- 
peared at the marshal’s office, out of breath 
and astonished beyond n at the 
action of the jury. 

There was a hurried consultation between 
the prisoner and his two friends, and then the 

y went into the courtroom on the third 
floor of the Monadnock building before Judge. 
Sanborn. Attorney Morrison explained the 
situation to Judge Sanborn. 

“ Your honor,” said Attorney Urion, “ this 
man is interested in one of the largest busi- 
nesses in the world, as a director, and he is 
otherwise interested to such an extent that

I would move, 
your honor, to allow Mr. Connors his liberty 
on his own recognizance.”

From the indictment it is evident 
the jury concluded this superior officer was 
Supt.

When Connors will be placed on trial is a 
matter which may be determined before the 
end of the week. 


Says Shields Is Armour Employe. 

John 8S. Miller, general counsel for the asso- 
ciated packers, was given a copy of the in- 
dictment at midnight. He declared that 
Shields is still an employé of Armour & Co., 
and that the courtesies shown to him were 
the legitimate ones arising from such a con- 
nection. . 

“I’m sure the indictment is the result of a 
grave mistake,”’ said Mr. Miller. Mr. 
‘Shields, contrary to the reports of the last 
few days, is still connected, as I understand 
it, with the eastern business of Armour & 
Co. When he came to Chicago he naturally 
went at once to the Armour offices and made 
hie headquartersthere. That he should have 
been given the use of the telegraph facilities 
and that he should have received his mail 
there are merely cobrtenies which it was 
proper for Mr. Connors to extend him.

Complaint 
also is made that Hyde spends much time 
each year in Paris, and “ there gives social 
entertainments, the expense thereof and of 
his traveling from Paris to New York and 
return, and his expenses living in Paris, have 
been charged wrongfully to said society and 
wrongfully taken from its treasury.”’ 

It is asserted in the petition that Hyde has 
been able to.do these things because of his 
ability to elect a board of directors a ma- 
jority of which are subservient to him. The 
society is administered and controlled by 
“dummy directors,” the petition says, “‘ and 
through them by said Hyde, who, by reason 
of such control, has been able to do the 
wrongful and illegal acts herein specified.” 

Schiff, the petition says, has been a director 
for several years and a partner in the firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. This firm sold more 


‘than $5,000,000 worth of bonds and other se- 


curities to the society and received large 
commissions, of which Schiff, as a member 
of the firm, received his share, in violation 
of the statute. Schiff, it is contended, 
should be removed and disqualified from 
holding office as a director of any insurance 
company in the state.

ASKS PRACTICAL TRAINING 
OF YOUNG FOR CHURCH WORK. 


Dr. E. P. Tuller, Before Ministers’ Insti- 
tute, Says Too Much Attention Is 
Given to the Non-essentials.
